With this our 1944 catalog, we wish to announce our twenty-five vears 
of merchandising horticultural products by mail order. While we have 
handled many products, our leading specialty for about twenty-five years, 
has been the production and distribution of gladiolus bulbs. 


Our mail order nursery business had its inception here at Hamburg about 
28 years ago, as a garden hobby. | trust you will not object to a little review 
of these years to commemorate a quarter of a century of floral service. 


For many years the business was conducted under my own name. _ Six 
years ago, we made the business a partnership, (not Inc.) , and the business 
became known as Hornberger’s Home and Garden Service. However we 
use for general advertising purposes the more abbreviated term of—Horn- 
berger’s Garden Service. We also have a local retail store or Garden Shop, 
in connection with our office and local warehouse. We have another ware- 
house or Bulb Storage at Centertown, Kentucky, where the larger part of 
our commercial bulb crop is produced. Our larger bulb orders are shipped 
direct from Centertown, Kentucky, to our customers, in every part of the 
U.S. A. Here along the picturesque banks of the Green river of Kentucky, 
we grow our ‘High Quality Young Bulbs.’’ Prior to the war we had sent our 
advertising matter and catalogs to some 10 to 12 foreign nations, as well as 
to every state in the union. 


Our 1944 catalog is only one half the size of our 1938 catalog, but we 
have eliminated many varieties, and we have prepared a number of mono- 
graphs, dealing with special subjects which helps us reduce the size of this 
catalog, these monographs are sent free, when requested with your order, 
or we will mail one or all available, for a 3c stamp to cover cost of mailing, 
when you order them sent separately. 


SOME OF OUR BETTER KNOWN GLADIOLUS ORIGINATIONS 
Gladiolus, Mrs. F. C. Hornberger 


Introduced by us about 20 years ago, was often referred to as the “perennial prize 
winner.” At Hartford, Conn., Gladiolus Exhibition, 1926, won as the best spike in the 
show. At Horticultural Hall, Boston, Mass., New England Gladiolus Show, 1927, won the 
Championship Cup as the best three spikes in the show. At Madison Square, New 
York, 1931, won the “Vaughan’s Bronze Medal,’ as the best white gladiolus in the show 
These are merely some of the ‘high lights.’”’ About that same time it was listed in the 
American Gladiolus Society, national symposium as one of the most popular 25 varieties 
grown in the U.S. A. 


The Remarkable Keeping Qualities of Giad. Mrs. F. C. H. 


There is much difference in the keeping qualities of different varieties of flowers. 
When precooled they Keep better than when used without this scientific treatment, how- 
ever we can Keep cut flowers too long in controlled refrigeration, this is true of glads, 
roses and all other perishables. It is also true flowers may be too old when fresh cut. 
Under controlled greenhouse conditions the functional activities of the plants or flowers 
may be “slowed down” the same as when fresh cut and placed in the refrigerator. While 
methods of preserving and Keeping flowers are very important we must remember that 
“keeping quality’’ is an inherent quality with individual varieties of flowers. Some 
varieties of roses that have very exceptional “inherent keeping qualities’ may not be 
good “forcers’’ when grown under greenhouse conditions, while a very ‘profitable’ and 
easy forcer may not have 50 percent of the keeping qualities of the first mentioned. 
This is often the reason why your roses and other flowers do not always give the same 
satisfaction, unless you purchase (only) such varieties as have proven their worth 
in your own experience. Gladiolus, Mrs. F. C. Hornberger, will keep from two to three 
times as long, under controlled conditions as will many other well known varieties. 
Some will not keep a week in the refrigerator, when cut in bud and precooled. 
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A dish arrangement, using a “tip bloom” of gladiolus, Mrs. F. C. H., see page 2 and 3 
for full details. A “bud tip bloom” with a few sprays of barberry. 


Experimental Work with Glad. Mrs. F. C. Hornberger, on Oct. 1, 1943 


I cut one spike of this variety for experimental purposes, this was cut in the stage 
of development we call the “tight bud’ or where several buds show color, but no floret 
has opened. This spike was placed in one corner of our refrigerator located in our 
Garden Shop. The reproduction shown on the front outside cover of this catalog, was 
made from a photograph taken late in the day, Oct. 12th, (photographed by Sheff Studio, 
88 Main St., Hamburg, N. Y.) You will notice a few lines on the lower petals, these were 
slightly damaged by such close contact, with other flower material for 12 days in the 
refrigerator. The florets were slightly crusHed by contact. 

No cut flower food was used in the water, and the stems were not cut or shortened. 
After the photograph had been made,- the flower was not replaced under refrigeration, 
but left in the open. On Oct. 15th the two lower florets had wilted. but more buds had 
opened, and it had more blooms open ‘than on the 12th when photographed. On Oct. 
21st, three weeks after cutting, there was four florets in good condition and several buds 
in color, with a total Icoss of the six lower florets in three weeks time. On Oct. 26th, 
we used the remaining “tip bloom” and a few sprays of barberry in the “Dish Arrange- 
ment’’ shown above. 


Gladiolus ‘‘Aflame”’ 


was introduced by us about 20 years ago and first listed at $25.00 per bulb. It has 
proven to be one of the outstanding varieties of its time, it has a long record of prizes, 
won at gladiolus exhibitions, it is one of the varieties tested at the Michigan Experi- 
mental Station as having immunity to the disease known as “fusarium yellows,” in my 
own experimental work it has proven the most “resistant’’ of all varieties under trial. 

It is listed by the largest horticultural interests in the U. S. A. including Wayside 
Gardens, Mentor, Ohio, and many others. It is well known in Australia, ‘New Zealand, 
England, Mexico and Canada. 

Last season we had a large bulb order from one of the largest firms in Mexico. 
They grow some two and one half million bulbs,—said they grew the leading varieties, 
but that Aflame was the most popular with their people. It has been grown to six 
feet or more and with florets of six inches or more, with some 6 to 8 or more open. 
We have grown it in large quantity, when we had bunches of one dozen that would 
weigh over 4 lbs. (Listed in the old AGS symposium, among best 25). 

We have originated and introduced quite a long list of new varieties but space does 
not permit a review of them here. One of our latest popular varieties, is “JEANEL” 
Glean-hl>)= be is tore blidred.. ‘Chis’ variety. 1S ya4 color sport. of Picardy, and is\ like 
Picard vines bissoleitSs characteristics, except coloring, which is a blending of buff, pink, 
cream and yellow, we call it ‘peach color.’ Our latest 1944 introduction, is another 
sport’ of Picardy, we have named PT APS HE eR NB and a brief color description is “apple 
blossom pink.’’—F. C. H.

PLEASE READ BEFORE ORDERING 


DISCOUNTS AND TERMS OF SALE: Our prices are figured on a net basis, we could 
do like many others are now doing, that is add from 10 to 30 percent or more to our net 
selling prices, and then offer you from 10 to 30 percent or more as discounts from our 
catalog. Personally, I do not like this method, but have also used it in past years. The 
largest merchants in the world are ‘Mail Order Houses.” When you order $1.00 worth 
or $100.00 worth of merchandise you pay their net selling prices, they do not allow you 
from 10 to 30 percent discount on vour $100.00 order, if they did, it would be necessary 
to have first added the discount to the net prices. We odo give some extra count (or 
larger size value), with orders for gladiolus bulbs and some other plant material. The 
amount of extras will depend on the size and nature of your order, it sometimes amounts 
to 10 percent or more of the value of the order, other merchandise is strictly net. I will 
cite an example to show what I mean by NET prices. One of the-largest growers of 
Gladioli lists one of the most pepular low price items—Gladiolus Aladdin, as follows: 
10 large for 65c and 10 medium for 40c, or 20 bulbs for $1.05. We sell the same two 
items at our net price of 90c or 15e less on 20' bulbs, (figure the discount yourself). 
You will also notice that we sell medium sizes (the most popular size) at one-half the 
price of large bulbs, many others charge you two-thirds the price of large sizes for 
their medium sizes. 


PREPAID PRICES: We prepay all iteins listed, (exceptions noted), some merchandise 
must go at specified seasons, other products can be sent at any time, therefore, it may be 
necessary to send some orders, in more than one shipment. It is not safe to ship glads, 
and other perishable plant material by parcel post in very cold weather, as there is so 
much ‘‘exposure” before delivery, and there is no insurance coverage for loss by freez- 
ing, when shipped by post, so whenever possible delay all such shipments until late 
March, and if wanted in very cold weather, permit us to make the shipment by express, 
which has insurance coverage for damage by frost. If this cannot be done, we will 
ship when we feel that the hazard is at a minimum, although this sometimes delays a 
shipment a week or so. We will appreciate your cooperation in making all shipments, 
also wherever possible, allow us at least two weeks time to make shipments, in par- 
ticular under the “stress” of prevailing conditions. We are pleased to handle your 
“RUSH” orders and will do our best to give you dependable service. 


TERMS: Cash with order preferred, as it saves us much extra labor, however we 
will hold your order, when accompanied with a 25 percent deposit, the balance to be paid 
before shipment of ec. o. d. for balance. 


All quotations in this catalog are for prepayment in the U. S. A. only and do not 
include foreign nations, or U. S. territory outside of the states. All plants for shipment 
by mail or express, are “‘unpotted’’ unless otherwise indicated, however when called 
for at our local store, the pot and soil is included with the plant. 


WHOLESALE DEPARTMENT: We have a wholesale price list for all who purchase in 
wholesale quantities. 


CULTURAL INFORMATION: For the plant products listed in this catalog, are sup- 
plied with the orders for plants listed. 


OUR REDUCED LIST OF PLANT VARIETIES; A few years ago we listed from 150 to 
200 varieties of Gladioli, these bulbs (corms) are graded into 7 sizes and with the bulblets 
make 8 separate items to every variety, which we must handle in storage. We have also 
frown from 100.to 200. varieties of Iris; Dahliasy _Peonies “etc, in |past, years.) Many. 
thousands of separate items to label, and keep true to name, requires an unusual amount 
of dependable labor, which is not available at the present time. For reasons stated, we 
have reduced all varieties to a very low minimum of what we regard as the very best, 
both in standardsi as well as newer items and novelties. This not alone helps us, it is a 
‘real asset” to our customers, as they know that they will receive the very “top rating” 
varieties without ‘‘wading thru” a long and’ cumbersome list of plant names. 


UNUSUAL PLANTS. Beginning with this catalog issue, we plan to add each 
year the most outstanding and unusual plant material, plant subjects not readily available 
in the regular florist shop, will be available at our local GARDEN SHOP, as well as 
available to our many mail order customers thru our catalog offerings. 


TO OUR HAMBURG PATRONS: If you live within a mile or two or at a greater 
distance, you can order our products by mail as we are fully equipped to pack and ship 
mail orders, we have shipped many bulb orders to Australia and the Far East, in pre-war 
days, and no matter how far or how near you live to our place of business, we still can 
serve you with mail-order shipments for yourself or for your friends. 
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BULBLETS: Planted in May and the photograph taken in September 1937. Measuring 
from the ground to the tips of the leaves of these ‘plants most of them are from three 
to three and one-half feet long. 


The large gladiolus plants, shown above are not the product of bulbs, not even 
“baby bulbs” they were grown, in about 5 months from bulblets, (cormels) which average 


some 5000 to 6000 to the quart. No irrigation was used on this field. (We grow 
“Young Bulbs’’). 


SENDING ORDERS AND RECEIVING SHIPMENTS 


We have not sent any order blanks this season, we find that only a part of them 
are used, and large quantities of paper wasted, you can write your order on any piece 
of writing paper, and we will appreciate your cooperation if you will itemize your list 
indicating quantity, size and price, this will help us handle your order more promptly, 
keep all writing and instructions in a separate paragraph. It is not necessary to write a 
letter on a separate sheet, unless your order contains so many items that more paper is 
required. We enter all orders in triplicate on special forms, we mail you one as an ac- 
knowledgment, another duplicate is packed with your order, your original is filed for 
future reference. When writing about any order please be sure to give our ORDER 
NUMBER complete.

are 14% to 2 in. diameter; Medium are % to 1% in. and Small bulbs are less than % in., 
but even small bulbs give nice blooms, but a more slender spike with less florets and 
later in season. Large are best for extra early and for exhibition bloom, while medium 
are the most popular for good length stems and dependable florists flowers, although they 
require 10 days or longer to flower than the large bulbs of the same variety. 


We list and price only Large (L) bulbs below. The Medium Bulbs are 
just one half the price of large bulbs, most other growers charge from 
60 to 70 percent the price of Large for their medium sizes. They also 
charge more for the small sizes. We make the lower prices because our 


prices are —NHET— We do not add 10 to 30 percent to our NET prices 
and then give you a discount of 10 to 30 percent or more, We prefer NET 
PRICES. Small bulbs; Cwhen available) are’ sold at one third (1/3) the 
price of large bulbs. 





PRICES ARE PER 10 BULBS, with 5 bulbs at the 10 rate. No single item sold for 
less than 15c, but you may order one (or more) at one-eighth the 10 price, if the item 
will total 15e. In other words you can order 15c worth at this rate. 


TO FIND THE 100 RATE: Multiply the 10 rate by 8; 25 sold at the 100 rate. For 
example 10 large at 60c multiplied by 8 gives us $4.80 per 100.

TO GROW GROUPS 


ORCHID GROWING: There are many 
false conceptions about this family of 
plants, and this is true even among many 
retail florists, whose knowledge of these 
plants is largely confined to varieties used 
in the production of cut flowers. Many 
orchids are as easy to grow as Iris or 
glads, and even the latter have their ‘“‘dif- 
ficult types” and this is true of nearly 
all families of plants. Many orchid blooms 
last a month under favorable conditions. 
All prices are prepaid. Complete cultural 
information with orders. 


CYMBIDIUM ORCHIDS: Are now becom- 
ing increasingly popular due to their ease 
of culture, great beauty, and lasting quali- 
ty when cut. In California they are often 
grown outside like Beaded Iris. The lower 
prices quoted are for divisions with one 
large bulb, and one or more new growth 
attached, this should flower within a year 
or two. The higher prices are for plants 
that are considered to be flowering sizes.
